Washington, Dec. 6.-—The outstand­ 
ing features of President Taft’s mes­ 
sage sent to 
congress 
today 
are 
these: 


He declares it is time to atop legis­ 
lating with reft rence to regulation 
of corporations and to wetness the ef­ 
fect of a vigorous execution of the 
laws already on the statute books. 
The exact limitations upon business 
methods imposed by law will doubt­ 
less be made clearer by pending de­ 
cisions of the supreme court. 
Just at this 
time, 
the 
president 
says, he believes the activities of the 
government in addition to enforce­ 
ment of the laws should be directed 
toward economy of adm inistration, to 
enlargem ent of opportunities for for­ 
eign trade, the building up of home 
industry and the 
strengthening of 
confidence of capital in domestic in­ 
vestment. 
Mr. 
Taft 
recommends 
strongly 
some form of ship subsidy to in­ 
crease American shipping especially 
to South America. 
The tariff board is not ready to 
submit a report on any of the sched­ 
ules of the Payne law. and Mr. Taft 
says he will not recommend any tar­ 
iff legislation until the new congress 
convenes in December, 1911. He urges 
that the tariff board be made perma­ 
nent and that all future revisions be 
made schedule by schedule. He vig­ 
orously opposes another general re­ 
vision. 
The Panama canal should, by all 
means, be fortified. An appropriation 
of $19,000,000 is recommended for this 
purpose. 
There must be no more "pork bar­ 
rel 
methods in river and harbor and 
public 
building 
bills. 
The 
latter 
should be based upon the report of 
ac ommission of experts. 
In the 
past congress has appropriated too 
much for buildings not needed and 
not enough for buildings badly need­ 
ed. 
Recommendation 
for 
anti-injunc­ 
tion and federal incorporation laws 
are renewed. 
It ‘IST"pta>posed that second-class 
mail rates shall be readjusted so as 
to charge magazines a much higher 
rate on their advertising sections. 
Strong representations are 
made 
for the establishm ent of a new' bank­ 
ing and currency system. 
Two new' battleships and several 
auxiliary vessels are urged for the 
navy. 
The president recommended 
that 
coal, phosphate and oil lands and wa­ 
ter power sites be disposed of in the 
future by leasing. 
Estimates for government expen­ 
ditures during the next fiscal year 
have been 
cut 
to 
$650,494,013.12, 
which is $->2,964,SSI.36 less than the 
actual appropriations for the current 
year. The estimated receipts for the 
next fiscal year are $680,000,000. 
The president urges the extension 
v>f the civil service principle to all 
classes of postm asters and to the dip­ 
lomatic and consular corps and the 
acquisition 
by 
the 
government 
of 
residences and offices for its diplo­ 
matic officers. 
'Some criticism s of the Payne tar­ 
iff act are just, says the president, 
but more are unfounded. 
There should be more officers for 
the army. The engineer corps should 
be increased by sixty.
